Washington, March 4—The sixty fifth con­ 
gress died at noon today strangled by a filibuster. 
As the final gavel fell in the senate on the 
stroke of noon, it cut short a speech begun at 7:.‘10 
a. rn. today by Senator Sherman, Illinois, which 
blocked the transaction of all business. 
All roads led to the senate and of the capitol, 
for it was there that the filibuster raged all nigh? 
lorg, and through the final hours of what has 
been one of the most tumultuous sessions of the 
American congress. It was there also that Pres­ 
ident Wilson, with a trace of anger in his eye and 
a set to his jaw—but wearing his usual smile at 
times—signed last minute bills and cleaned up 
the business of the session. 
W ashington, March 4— Senate 
Re­ 
publicans podav carried into the clos­ 
ing hours of the sixty-fifth congress 
their defiance of Democratic demand 
for passage of appropriation bills. 
A fter an all night filibuster, Sena­ 
tor Sherman announced shortly after 
8 o’clock that unless he dropped dead 
the general 
deficiency hill 
carrying 
$750,00u.0<)O for the railroads 
would 
not pass. 
lf Sherman and other re­ 
publicans carry 
out this threat it 
means that not only will all 
pending 
appropriation measures fail but 
sev­ 
eral im portant nominations must 
go 
unacted on. 
These include A. Mitchell 
Palmer, 
for attoniey general: 
John 
Skelton 
Williams as comptroller of the 
cur­ 
rency and General Robert E. Noble as 
a brigadier general 
in the medical 
corps. 
Democratic leaders mustered 
their weary force just after dawn to 
discuss means of breaking 
the 
fili­ 
buster so that 
the 
adm inistrations 
insistent pleas for 
money might 
be 
adopted. 
The all-night filibuster was a final 
republican 
attem pt 
to force 
Presi­ 
dent Wilson to change his mind about 
delaying the extra session until after 
his return from France. Senator M ar­ 
tin, appropriation 
cbmmittee chair­ 
man, was so emphatic in his demand 
that republicans 
let the deficiency 
bill pa^s, that the republicans decided 
this 
measure 
might prove a better 
means of forcing the 
extra 
session 
immediately 
than the 
victory' loan 
bill. 
While the senate watched 
the fili­ 
buster, the house passed a resolution 
urging the peace conference 
to 
act 
favorably on Irish independence. The 
vote was 216 to 41. 
The rest of the night was spent in 
listening to

W alsh’s minority 
report on tho national security league 
Investigation and in calling the roll. 
The filibuster in the senate began 
a t 11:16 a. rn- yesterday with a speech 
by Senator Sherman. 
The night was 
marked by bitter assaults on 
Presi­ 
dent Wilson. 
Charges of gross mis­ 
m anagement of the country’s affairs 
was made by Lafollette and Sherman. 
i Lenroot declared 
the

fuses to call an extra session at once 
because he fears debate on the league 
of nations may turn public opinion 
against -his league plan. The republi­ 
can attacks were strongly tinged with 
personal bitterness against the Presi­ 
dent.

U. P. Church, Pittsburgh, next Tues­ 
day and W ednesday, March l ith and 
12th, for prayer and conference 
over 
the question of union w ith the Presby­ 
t e r an church. 
We count as signers iii the elaborate, 
whole page call, as published in the 
“ United P resbyterian” new spaper of 
F ebruary 20th, the nam es of over 
seventy-five m inisters, m ost of whom 
are 
D. D’s., 
which 
shows the high 
character of Hie proposed cogitation; 
besides quite a num ber of prom inent 
laymen. 
The call speaks of the question hav­ 
ing been more or less prom inent be­ 
fore the church for a long time, some 
favoring 
and 
others 
opposing 
the 
m ovement, and 
suggests th a t “all 
need light and guidance on the 
sub­ 
ject.” It says; “ The two Churches are 
one in the statem ent of their belief in 
the great essential doctrines of Chris­ 
tianity, in their evangelistic and mis­ 
sionary aim s and in their form s of 
organization and governm ent. And we 
have wondered w hether the things 
that keep the Presbyterian Church and ] 
the United Presbyterian Church ap art 
today are more im portant or essential 
than w ere the things th a t separated 
the A ssociate 
and 
Associate 
Re­ 
formed Church prior to tho union 
of j 
1858.” (This union, it will be rem em ­ 
bered, made the U nited Presbyterian 
church.) 
Among the prom inent nam es signed 
to the call are those of J. Knox M ont­ 
gom ery, 
President 
of 
Muskingdom 
college; H uber Ferguson, 
W. J. Mc- 
Michacl, J. E. W ishart of Xenia, J. M. 
W ishart, 
of W ashington, 
Iowa; and 
W. I. W ishart of Pittsburgh. 
The 
natural 
inference 
from 
the 
favorable wording of the call is th a t 
the 
signers 
thereof favor 
the sug­ 
gested 
union of the 
United Presby­ 
terian church with 
the Presbyterian 
church for the reasons given. 
This 
being so. the call evidently m eans 
serious business for the U. P. denomi­ 
nations; for many 
will resist 
most 
strenuously any such union. 
In scarcely anything else in 
the 
world are 
people mort? wrapped 
up 
than in their church association, and 
to talk of dissevering it is downright 
g rief to them . They love their church 
as p a rt of their life. They want to live 
and die in it. 
Ho the 
brethren

propose throw ing away their distinc- 


of m em bers in his denom ination of the 
sam e w ay of thinking. 
It seem s as if 
the church has too large a following 
to think of abandoning its distinctive 
features. 
Besides, if the P ittsb u rg h

from all these sources is bound to 
keep up the prices of m aterials 
for 
some tim e to come, perhaps for years. 
Real estate men say, too, th a t it is 
afe to put money into buildings now,

prevailing 
prices, because 
realty values

Thus the m oney put into a 
home or office building or factory is 
not likely to
